CIRCULAR. 


The  Brooklyn  Heights  Seminary  for  the  Education  of  Young  Ladies 
was  established  by  Prof.  Alonzo  Gray,  LL.  D.,  in  1851,  and  was  success¬ 
fully  conducted  by  him  for  a  period  of  nine  years.  At  his  death,  in  1860, 
it  passed  into  the  hands  of  the  present  Principal  and  proprietor,  whose 
purpose  will  be  to  manage  it  upon  the  same  broad  and  liberal  policy 
which  has  heretofore  distinguished  it,  and  make  it  in  all  respects  worthy 
the  confidence  and  support  of  an  enlightened  community. 

The  present  Principal  has  devoted  himself  for  a  period  of  twenty-five 
years  to  the  subject  of  Female  Education,  and  has  carefully  studied  all 
the  systems  of  instruction  in  this  country  and  in  Europe,  and  endeavored 
to  apply  the  knowledge  thus  gained  to  the  practical  business  of  teaching. 
He  has  had  thousands  of  pupils  under  his  care.  In  his  new  enterprise  he 
is  aided  by  able  and  experienced  teachers. 

The  Seminary  is  situated  on  one  of  the  most  eligible  streets  in  Brook¬ 
lyn,  near  the  East  River,  and  within  a  few  minutes  of  New  York.  While 
it  is  thus  made  accessible  to  all  the  advantages  of  the  great  metropolis, 
it  is  removed  from  its  noise  and  distractions.  The  edifice  is  seventy-five 
feet  in  front,  sixty-three  in  depth,  and  five  stories  in  height.  There  are 
devoted  to  school  purposes  six  large  and  well-ventilated  School-rooms, 
commodious  Wardrobes,  a  Laboratory,  and  rooms  for  Recitations,  for 
Painting  and  Drawing,  and  for  Instrumental  Music.  The  remainder  of 
the  building  is  occupied  as  the  residence  of  the  Principal,  and  for  the 
accommodation  of  young  ladies  from  abroad. 

The  object  of  this  Institution  is,  in  the  fullest  sense  of  the  word,  to 
educate — including  in  this  not  only  the  culture  of  the  intellect,  but  the 
moulding  of  the  character  and  the  manners.  In  carrying  out  this  pur¬ 
pose,  high  value  is  placed  on  the  direct  personal  influence  of  the  teacher, 
and  on  a  careful  discrimination  in  the  prominence  given  to  the  different 
branches  of  knowledge. 

The  School  is  divided  into  three  departments — Primary ,  Junior ,  and 
Senior — each  of  which  is  subject  to  subdivisions.  These  classifications 
are  based,  not  upon  age,  but  upon  the  advancement  of  the  pupil ;  and, 
unless  under  peculiar  circumstances,  no  one  can  be  promoted  to  a  higher 
department  until  she  has  completed  the  studies  of  the  lower.

Fridays  will  be  devoted  by  the  Senior  Class  to  reviews  of  their  Elemen¬ 
tary  Studies  of  previous  years. 

Great  wisdom  is  requisite  in  directing  the  initial  steps  of  a  child’s  edu¬ 
cation.  The  study  of  objects  rather  than  of  books  should  engross  its  atten¬ 
tion.  The  eye,  the  ear,  and  the  hand  require  special  cultivation.  It  is 
thought  that  the  early  education  of  a  child  can  be  entrusted  to  inexperi¬ 
enced  teachers,  and  that  whatever  defects  may  occur  in  consequence,  can  be 
remedied  in  the  future  development  of  the  mind.  This  is  a  fatal  error,  and 
the  only  way  of  removing  it  is  to  reverse  the  practice  by  placing  the  most 
skillful  teachers  in  charge  of  elementary  instruction.  This  is  the  policy  of 
the  Seminary;  and  it  is  to  be  hoped,  that  parents  will  consider  these  sug¬ 
gestions,  and  give  us  an  opportunity  of  testing  their  value. 
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Much  prominence  is  given  in  this  Institution  to  the  study  of  Languages, 
History,  Composition,  Belles-Lettres,  and  Art, 

The  Young  Ladies  of  the  Senior  and  Junior  Departments  are  required  to 
write  Compositions  once  in  two  weeks,  selections  from  which  are  read  be¬ 
fore  the  School,  as  the  closing  exercise  on  Fridays. 

Besides  Lessons  in  Linear  Drawing,  instruction  is  given  in  Pencilling  and 
Crayon  Drawing,  in  Water-colors,  and  Oil  Painting. 

Penmanship  and  Vocal  Music  receive  attention  in  all  the  departments. 
Lessons  in  Instrumental  Music  are  furnished  to  all  wTho  desire  it.  Special 
attention  is  given  in  all  the  departments  to  Reading,  Spelling,  and  the 
Analysis  and  definition  of  words. 

Lectures  are  given  by  the  Principal  on  the  Natural  Sciences,  Logic,  and 
Art.  Lectures  are  also  given  by  Dr.  Bell  and  others,  from  time  to  time,  on 
other  studies  of  the  course. 

The  Institution  is  amply  provided  with  Chemical  and  Philosophical  appa¬ 
ratus,  with  Globes,  Maps,  and  Geological  Charts,  and  with  a  Cabinet  of  Miner¬ 
als  and  Shells.  It  is  also  furnished  with  numerous  paintings  and  engravings 
of  the  Old  and  Modern  Schools  of  Painting,  with  a  view  of  making  the 
study  of  art  a  prominent  feature  in  tlie^education  of  the  young  ladies  of  the 
graduating  classes.  This  object  will  be  promoted  by  the  easy  access  to  the 
many  valuable  public  and  private  galleries  in  this  city  and  New  York. 

The  School  is  open  at  all  times  to  the  friends  of  the  young  ladies,  and  to 
persons  interested  in  education.  Parents  are  earnestly  requested  to  call  at 
the  Seminary  and  make  themselves  acquainted  with  the  teachers  of  their 
daughters,  and  with  the  course  of  instruction. 

There  are  no  public  examinations,  but  the  Board  of  Visitors  are  expected 
to  have  a  supervision  of  the  interests  of  the  School,  and  to  examine  candi¬ 
dates  for  receiving  diplomas,  which  will  be  given  to  those  who  honorably 
sustain  an  examination  in  all  the  higher  studies  of  the  course. 

Candidates  for  graduation,  however,  who  have  obtained  a  thorough 
knowledge  of  Algebra  and  Geometry,  and  may  desire  to  pursue  a  classical 
course  in  the  Latin  and  French  languages,  instead  of  the  higher  Mathe¬ 
matics,  wull  be  allowed  to  do  so,  and,  on  making  the  requisite  attainments, 
will  receive  diplomas. 

It  is  believed  that  this  Institution  [offers  unusual  advantages  to  those 
who  wish  to  pursue  the  higher  branches  of  study,  and  who  are  about  com¬ 
pleting  their  school  education. 

The  only  vacation  is  between  the  close  and  the  commencement  of  the 
Academic  year.  A  short  recess  is  given  from  Christmas  to  New  Year 
inclusive.

Students  will  be  received  at  any  time,  and  assigned  to  suck  classes  as 
they  shall  be  found,  on  examination,  qualified  to  enter,  and  when  a  young 
lady  does  not  wish  to  take  the  entire  English  or  Classical  course,  she  can 
pursue  such  studies  as  she  may  desire,  if  prepared  by  previous  discipline  to 
study  them  ;  provided  the  studies  belong  to  the  term  in  which  she  enters. 
But  no  student  will  be  received,  except  by  special  arrangement  made  at  the 
time  of  entering,  for  less  than  the  term  on  which  she  enters. 

No  deduction  will  be  made  from  the  tuition  bills  of  those  who  enter 
within  three  weeks  from  the  commencement  of  the  term,  and  no  deduction 
for  absence. 

The  attention  of  parents  is  called  to  the  importance  of  their  daughters' 
continuing  in  school  to  the  close  of  the  Academic  year.  Nothing  but  the 
imperative  demands  of  health  should  interfere  with  the  education  of  young 
ladies,  whose  opportunities  for  mental  culture  are,  at  best,  so  very  brief. 
Pupils  who  leave  before  the  close  of  the  year  will  be  unprepared  to  join  their 
classes  on  their  return  to  school. 


The  building  attached  to  the  Seminary  furnishes  ample  accommodations 
to  Young  Ladies  from  abroad :  it  is  supplied  with  gas,  furnaces,  Kidgwood 
water,  and  all  the  conveniences  of  domestic  life.  The  apartments  are  airy, 
well  lighted,  and  furnished  in  a  convenient  and  tasteful  manner.  The  design 
is  to  provide  a  pleasant  home  for  those  who  are  separated  from  their  friends, 
and  to  supply,  as  far  as  may  be,  the  want  of  parental  care  and  direction. 

Unusual  facilities  are  offered  for  the  study  of  Vocal  and  Instrumental 
Music.  The  best  masters  are  employed. 

The  Young  Ladies  of  the  family  will  be  under  the  special  care  of  Miss 
Mary  A.  Brigham,  who  has  great  experience  in  the  management  of  girls,  and 
to  whose  supervision  parents  may  confidently  commit  their  daughters,  rely¬ 
ing  that  everything  •possible  will  be  done  for  then-  improvement  and 
happiness. 

Board,  including  furnished  rooms,  fuel  and  light,  payable  semi-annually 
in  advance,  will  be  $450  for  the  school  year.  The  charge  to  those  who 
come  for  a  part  of  the  year  will  be  at  the  rate  of  $500  per  year. 
Washing  1.00  per  dozen.  Tuition  is  paid  in  advance,  and  varies  according 
to  the  above  schedule.  Boarding  pupils  may  enter  at  any  time,  paying 
only  from  the  time  of  entrance ;  but  they  are  expected  to  remain  until  the 
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close  of  the  Academic  year,  except  in  case  of  sickness,  or  by  special  arrange¬ 
ment.  • 

No  deduction  will  be  made  for  absence,  the  interest  of  the  pupil  as  well 
as  the  teacher  requiring  that  every  incentive  should  be  given  which  can 
possibly  tend  to  diligent  attendance  upon  daily  instruction.

COMMENCEMENT. 


The  Seventeenth  Anniversary  of  the  Seminary  was  held  in 
the  Chapel  of  the  Institution,  Wednesday  evening,  June  17th. 
Prayer  was  offered  by  Rev.  Dr.  Storrs.  The  compositions  and 
reports  on  the  examination  were  read  by  the  several  commit¬ 
tees.  An  address  of  great  power  upon  “  The  Mission  of  Wo¬ 
man  ”  was  delivered  by  Rev.  James  H.  Dwight,  of  Englewood, 
hi.  J.  Diplomas  were  conferred  upon  the  graduates  by  Dr. 
West,  the  Principal. 

The  following  extracts  are  made  from  the  reports  of  the 
committees : 

Prof.  C  oak  ley,  of  the  New  York  University,  writes,  in  con¬ 
clusion  of  his  report  on  the  mathematical  examination :  “  The 
impressions  left  on  our  mind  by  all  we  have  seen  of  the  School 
are,  that  Dr.  West  is  doing  a  very  real  and  noble  work  for 
female  education ;  that  he  and  his  co-workers  are  training ,  as 
well  as  storing,  the  minds  of  his  pupils,  and  forming  their  char¬ 
acters  and  tastes  by  first  laying  a  solid  foundation  of  scientific 
knowledge,  and  then  rearing  thereon  a  true  and  lasting  liberal 
culture.” 

Rev.  Dr.  Farley,  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  English 
Literature,  writes :  “The  examination  was  by  no  means  a  su¬ 
perficial  one ;  albeit,  of  course,  it  could  not  be  exhaustive.  It 
was  as  thorough  as  it  could  be  made  in  a  very  diligent  use  of 
three  consecutive  hours,  and  went  quite  o  tside  the  mere  letter 
of  the  text-book  of  Prof.  Spaulding,  the  manual  of  the  class. 
Their  accomplished  and  faithful  teacher  had  seized  upon  the 
ready  ambition  of  its  members  to  lead  them  to  study  our  ver- 
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nacular  literature  at  its  fountain  heads,  and  to  keep  pace  in 
that  study  with  the  several  periods  to  which  their  manual 
pointed.  The  rich  result  of  this  was  seen  in  their  large  ac¬ 
quaintance  with  the  historic  origin  and  growth  of  that  litera¬ 
ture,  and  with  literary  biography,  and  their  ability  to  describe 
and  analyze  the  famous  productions  of  various  writers  and 
epochs.  Nor  was  it  even  then  a  mere  memoriter  recitation  to 
which  the  committee  listened,  hut  in  the  free  expression  of  their 
own  judgments — differing  as  they  often  did  from  one  another, 
and  from  the  author  of  the  manual,  upon  the  intrinsic  and 
comparative  merits  of  particular  writers — we  had  ample 
evidence  of  the  cultivation  of  active  and  independent  habits  of 
thinking,  and  of  a  refined  taste,  and  of  not  only  their  ability  hut 
their  readiness  to  observe,  to  discriminate,  and  to  criticise. 
From  the  poets,  ancient  and  modern,  well  selected  and  charac¬ 
teristic  passages  were,  indeed,  recited  at  the  call  of  the  commit¬ 
tee;  hut  able  and  compact  analyses  of  entire  poems,  as  of  some 
of  the  profoundest  of  Shakspeare’s  dramas,  were  as  promptly 
given.” 


Rev.  Mr.  Putnam,  in  his  report  on  Mental  Science,  writes: 
“  The  young  ladies  of  the  class,  it  was  very  evident  to  the  com¬ 
mittee,  had  studied  mental  science  with  no  ordinary  interest 
and  success.  As  they  gave  the  contents  of  chapter  after  chap¬ 
ter  of  the  text-hook,  it  was  with  no  servile  following  of  the  lan¬ 
guage  of  the  author.  They  clothed  the  author’s  thought  in 
their  own  language,  and  thus  showed  how  well  they  had  grasped 
the  laws  and  principles  he  had  laid  down  and  set  forth.” 

“What  was  more  pleasing  still  to  the  committee  was  per¬ 
haps  that  the  members  of  the  class  had  not  blindly  accepted 
the  mere  dictum  of  the  author,  nor  yet  the  views  and  opinions 
of  their  more  immediate  and  most  excellent  teacher.  It  was 
clear  that  they  had  learned  to  think  for  themselves,  and  that 
they  had  been  encouraged  by  their  teacher  to  think  for  them¬ 
selves.  They  had  taken  opposite  or  different  sides  on  many 
subjects  embraced  ii)  their  studies — had  evidently  defended 
their  positions  with  earnestness  and  ability — and  yet  through  it 
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all  had  aimed  to  find  the  truth.  They  displayed  a  familiarity 
with  this  general  department  of  thought  and  inquiry,  a  delicacy 
of  perception,  and  quickness  of  apprehension  of  its  abstract 
principles  and  metaphysical  distinctions,  an  independence  of 
judgment  in  forming  their  opinions,  a  womanly  instinct  and 
feeling  in  the  subjects  considered,  and  an  enthusiastic  interest 
in  the  whole  branch  of  study,  which  seemed  altogether  to  at¬ 
test  in  the  most  satisfactory  manner  the  merit  of  both  pupil 
and  teacher.  We  have  spoken  in  words  of  decided  praise,  sim¬ 
ply  because  we  feel  that  these  are  the  words  that  are  well  de¬ 
served.” 

Judge  Greenwood,  in  his  report  on  Butler’s  Analogy,  says : 
“  The  positive  instructions  afforded  by  this  celebrated  treatise  is 
valuable;  but  perhaps  no  book  is  its  equal  in  preparing  the  mind 
to  operate  as  an  instrument  of  thought  in  its  most  sublime 
direction.” 

“  The  class  indicated  a  full  sense  of  its  value  in  the  thorough 
review  afforded  by  them  of  its  contents,  and  their  ability  to  fol¬ 
low  the  scope  of  its  suggestions  in  their  full  significance  and 
divine  expression.  The  examination  was  as  interesting  to  the 
examiners  as  it  was  creditable  to  the  young  ladies  engaged 
in  it.” 


A.  J.  Spooner,  Esq.,  in  his  report  on  the  examination  of  the 
class  in  the  Fine  Arts,  writes  :  “  The  examiners  must  in  candor 
say  that  they  were  in  a  large  degree  the  learners  from  the  reci¬ 
tations  of  this  class.  Their  minds  were  refreshed  by  full  remin¬ 
iscences  of  the  famous  works  of  antiquity,  through  the  vivid 
descriptions  of  the  young  minds  upon  which  they  had  been,  as 
it  were,  photographed,  not  only  by  the  books  consulted,  but  by 
the  fine  collection  of  pictures  and  engravings  which  it  is  the 
good  fortune  of  Prof.  West  to  own. 

“We  can  only  reach  the  best  works  of  antiquity  through 
the  engravings  of  Raphael  Morghen,  and  others  of  like  superi¬ 
ority,  and  of  these  there  are  few  collections  in  the  country  equal 
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to  that  of  the  Principal  of  this  Institution,  which  was  so  well 
availed  of  by  this  interesting  class.” 

“Without  particularizing,  where  all  was  so  good  and  clear, 
as  the  deduced  result  of  study  and  instruction  in  this  admirable 
department,  the  examiners  would  state  that  the  beautiful  and 
interesting  features  of  the  study  had  made  such  clear  and  defi¬ 
nite  impressions  upon  the  minds  of  the  young  ladies  as  to  im¬ 
part  eloquence  to  their  rapid,  correct,  and  descriptive  narra¬ 
tions.”
